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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a reflective film" of 
claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 15d of FIG. 5 and 6. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "comprises" in line 1 should 
be changed to -includes-. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 3-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ohwada et al. [US 6,692,134] in view of Suzuki et al. [US 6,536,932]. 

Regarding claim 1, Ohwada et al. discloses a metal plate cover [15] having a 
bracket-shaped cross section covering a bar-shaped light source [13] and pinching a 
light guiding plate [12] (figures 1 and 3). Ohwada et al. does not disclose the width of 
the bracket-shaped cover being tapered toward the opening portion. 

Suzuki et al. discloses the width of the bracket-shaped cover [15] being tapered 
toward the opening portion (abstract, figures 1-4). 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the shape of cover of Ohwada et al. with the tapered 
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shape as taught by Suzuki et al. for purpose of increasing resilient force to tight a bar- 
shaped light source and a light-guiding together. 

Regarding claims 3 and 12, Ohwada et al. discloses a width of a distal end 
portion of the opening portion being larger then a narrowest width [at round pinch] of the 
cover [15] (figure 3). 

Regarding claim 4, Ohwada et al. discloses a reflecting film [17] (figure 3). 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, Ohwada et al. discloses the cover [15] being made of 
stainless steel (column 6 lines 26-27). 

Regarding claim 7, Ohwada et al. discloses projections [16] (figures 4-5). 

Regarding claims 8 and 9, Ohwada et al. discloses protrudent portions [30a] and 
projections [16] (figures 4-5). 

Regarding claim 10, Ohwada et al. discloses projections [16], fit plate [16a] and a 
hook portion (figures 4-5). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Ohwada et al. discloses a LCD [20] (figure 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 
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Claim 2, a protrudent portion is provided on an upper inner surface of the cover 
to pinch the bar-shaped light source. 

8. Claims 1 3-22 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Claim 13, the cover has a protrudent portion being provided on an upper inner 
surface of the cover to pinch the bar-shaped light source. 
Claims 14-22 are dependent on claim 13. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record. 

Response to Amendment 

9. Applicant's amendments and arguments with respect to claims 1-22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Furihata [US 6,309,081] and Egawa [US 6,561,662] disclose a 
bracket housing for clamping a spread illuminating apparatus.
